AMBTERDAM.—The spokes- 
man of the Soviet delegation 
to the Ninth International 
Astronautical Congress de- 
clared here on Monday that 
the Soviet Union is not 
working on attempts to send 
a guided missile to the moon 
as a project of primary im- 
portance, ag she has other 
space projects which she 
considers more pressing.
